New York, August 3.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—The great salient between 
Soissons and Rheims, on the Aisne- 
Marne front, in which terrific fighting 
has been going on for two weeks, has 
been virtually cut out by the allied 
forces. French cavalry patrols now are: 
operating along the railroad running 
between these two cities, constituting ‘ 
the two pivotal points of the previous’ 
German advance; American troops hold 
the outskirts of Fismés, the great sup- * 
ply base of the German army, which the 
enemy strove with utmost strength and 
determination to hold; allied advance : 
guards have reached the southern bank 
of the Aisne and the Yorce of the com-* 
bined thrusts of French, British and’ 
Americans appears great enough now 
to drive the Germans back even be~ 
yond the Aisne to the heights of the 
Chemin des Dames, where powerful de- 
fenses must then be faced. 

_ Both east and west the allies on Sat~ 
urday increased the speed of their ad¢ 
vance, a distance of more than six 
miles ferward being gained at certain 
points.

stormed on the night of May 27 in the 
first rush of their plunge toward the 
Marne. After holding back the allies 
for days along the Ourca, the Ger- 
man line seemed to collapse.and the re- 
treat northward became precipitate. 

The decisive blow of the battle be- 
tween the Marne and the Aisne seems 
to have been delivered Thursday when 
the allied troops broke the enemy lines 
at Hartennes, northwest of Fere ¢én 
Tardenois. | 

The whole German line has been piv- 
oting on this point and the allied suc- 
cess there put the entire Teuton force 
into what seems to have been disorder. 

As the result of the allies’ sensational 
advance since Thursday they now hold 
the line of the Vesie river from Rheims 
at least as far ds Braine. Beyond this 
town the situation is somewhat obscure. 
Dut it is known that the allies are on 
the hills overlooking the Vesle valley 
to the weet and, west. At Venizel

‘TRAINING TO TEACH 
VOCATIONAL AGRICULTURE. 

Fifty-one teachers have received spe- 
cial training to teach vocational agri- 
enlture under the Smith-Hughes act the 
first year that the course is offered 
tm this state. 

There are thirty-eight teachers tak- 

fm~ the course at the Georgia State 
College of Agriculture at Athens now. 
Wineteen are men already in the service, 
taking only a five weeks’ course which 
ended Friday. Nineteen are college 
trained men in -science, but have not 
had agriculture, who are taking a three 
months’ course, ending the latter part 
of August. Thirteen men were trained 
during the regular college year. 

These men are being trained by the 
teacher training staff for vocational 
agriculture, which department is head- 
ed by John T. Wheeler, professor of 

agricultural education, and L. M. Shef- 
fer, associate professor of agricultural 
education. ~*~ 

In addition to these short courses 
there is a regular four-year course 
given by this department leading to a 
B. 8S. degree in agricultural education. 
The work of teacher training was not 
begun until December, 1917. 

There was $41,500 available for vo- 
eational education in 1917-18 and there 
will be $60,830 available for 1918-19. 
The amount of this fund will continue 
to increase until 1927, when there will 
be $192,200 available annually for vo- 
eational education in Georgia from fed- 
eral funds. 

The total amount that may be re- 
eeived by Georgia the first ten years 
will be about $1,200,000, which must 
be matched dollar for dollar by state 
end local funds,.making grand to- 
tal of $2,400,000 expénded for vocational 
training. the first ten years. 

The work’ is composed of three dis- 
tinct kinds of education, that of voca- 
tional agriculture, trades and indus-

“I favor such use and regulation of the 
transportation companies as will give the 
country at once the benefits of private ini- 
tiative and reasonable wages, charges and 
returns, Others favor federal ownersp!p. 

“Federal ownership of the railroads Woutd 
mean the complete centralization of the most 
important governmental functions in Wash- 
ington, and the practical destruction of the 
rights of the states to regulate their local 
affairs and enforce their local customs. It 
would mean the abrogation of those social 
laws which now separate the whites and 
the negroes; and the certainty, if the re- 
publicans shagid ever again hold power, of 


alien or obnoxious officers and employees.

“It would mean that if your cow was kill- 
ed or your freight lost, you would have to 
present your claim to a bureau which could 


act when it pleased and which, from my, 


experience, would never act in any reason- 
able time. Washington ,would say what 
trains should run and what trains and roads 
should be abandoned. Cars would be dis- 
tributed and rates fixed as the dominant 
group in congress might determine. 

‘If the west was dominant that section 
would eet cars, although our cotton and 
fruit could not. Such a situation would be 
intolerable. Only in autocracies or in very 
smiall countries is the ownership of rail- 
roads by the central government advisable. 

Quotes English Expert. 

“Y heard the great -English expert, Mr. 
W. M. Ackworth, who came to this country 
with the special commission from England 
just after we declared war, testify before 
a committee of congress, Mr. Ackworth tes- 
tified at length, referred to and approved 
the reports of the Itallan and other com- 
missions which had investigated the subject 
and his conclusions may be copied: 

*“**(1) Most of the pleas for state manage- 
ment are based @pon the idea that the 
state would perform many services much 
cheaper than they are performed by private 
companies. This is a mistake. The ten- 
dency is decidedly the other way. 
The state is much more likely to 
to tax industry than to foster it. 

**(2) State management is more costly 
than private management. .. . 

“*(3) The political dangers would be very 
great. Politics would corrupt the railroad 
. management, and the_railroad management 
‘would corrupt politics. . . . 

“ ‘The essential lesson of the history may 
be said to be this: It is impossible to obtain 
satisfactory results on government railways 
in a democratic state unless the management 
is cut loose from direct political control.

It is impossible fnily to discuss 
this issue in the time now avaliable; but 
I have for years studied the question and 
read all the intelligent discussions I could 
get on the subject, and I am fully convinced 
that for the United States in time of peace 
to take over our railroads would be @ Cca- 
lamity. | 

Fixing Cotton Price. 

“Contrary to the position of others I have 
advocated the fixing by the national gov- 
ernment of a guaranteed minimum price 
on cotton. The farmer planted his cotton 
when the price was about 35 cents a pound. 
The use, and necessary and proper use, by 
the nation of our shipping facilities to 
transport soldiers, /food and munitions, may 
make it impossible to send: abroad our sur- 
plus cotton. If the price should as a result 
of this condition be forced down by the 
cotton gamblers, it would be just for the 
government to save our farmers, business 
men and laborers who depend on the suc- 
cess of the farmer for their success, from 
the calamity of the 1914 cotton prices, 

“The farmer should not be lUmited in 
obtaining the full market price for what 
he has grown by toll and sweat; nor should 
he be left unprotected when his product 
goes down in price to a point which will 
mean ruin not only to him but to our whole 
section. I hope the need will not arise, but 
if it does, congress should provide a pur- 
chasing company which would buy at a fair 
price all cotton that may offered. This 
would stabilize the price 4 guarantee the 
farmers and business generally against loss, 
in many cases against bankruptcy. 

“Such a law is justified as a war measute 
as the condition is one produced by war. 
The farmer wants only justice, he is will- 
ing to bear his share of the burdens of 
war, but his burdens should not be greater 
than those of others.”

The senate tabled the Skelton bill 
which would radically change the ex- 
isting election laws, providing for doing 
away with the county unit plan and 
would repeal the Neill primary bill. 

The Bynum law has been made void 
in the senate by the bill providing for 
the sale of mountain lands to the gov- 
ernment for the Appalachian forest re- 
serve. 


The anti-tipping bill, which has al- 
ready passed the house, comes before 
the judiciary committee of the senate 
Monday. The bill provides for discon- 
tinuing the existing practice of allow- 
ing tips in hotels, restaurants, barber 
shops and an amendment includes com- 
=e Carriers and sleeping car compa- 
nies. 

The general tax bill which has passed 
the senate and would raise an estimatea 
increase in state revenue of $750,000, 
is in committee conference and will 
likely be perfected the coming week. 


Cook County Created. 


The Georgia map will have to be 
changed by inserting the county of 
Cook, the latest new county to be cre- 
ated by the Georgia legislature. The 
bill passed the senate before adjourn- 
ment last year, but was not passed upo’ 
in the hose. The new county is culled 
from the county of Berrien bordering 
on the Withilacoochee river. 

There is a strong probability of cre- 
ating an experiment station for south 
Georgia in the coastal region, as the 
house committee has favorably passed 
upon the bill. The station would have 
to.be supported entirely by the state. 
as the Hatch-Adams fund provides that 
the federal aid shall go to but one 
schoolin each state. At present this 
fund is $30,000 a year and is expende’l 
at the station located near Griffin, at 
Experiment, Ga. 

The tick eradication bill, providing 
an appropriation of $25,000, has been 
reported favorably in the senate, and 
it is belfeved this measure will become 
a law before the close of the session. 

The bill providing for the increase 
in sheriffs’ fees has not been finally 
passed, but a 33 1-3 per cent icnrease 
seems likely. 

The bill providing for increases in 
Salaries of statehouse officials, rang- 
ing from $500 to $2,000 a year, met 
with strong opposition in the senate. 

Important legislation is»before the 
senate in a proposed charter amendment 
for the city of Atlanta. Certain amend- 
ments to be sent up from the house 
will be presented poses G Among the 
provisions already passed upon favora- 
bly in the house are to increase the bor- 
rowing power of the mayor from $400,- 
000 to $750,000 in advance of collection 
of taxes, the creation of the office of 
chief of bureau of identification with 
rank of captain and the forbidding of 
the display of pistols and giving or 
furnishing of same to minors. 

Other amendments to come from the 
house, it is understood, will provide 
for the election of the board of educa- 
tion by popular vote, irrespective of 
ward lines.

No Estimate as to U. S. 
Losses in Recent Heavy 
Fighting — Some Publish- 
ed Figures Declared Un- 
founded. | 


{ Washington, August 3.—Widely 
published reports todav that General 
March, chief of staff, had told the 


senate mifjitary committee that Gen- 
eral Pershing estimated the American 
casualties at 12,000, not only grossly 
misinformed the country, but caused 
consternation and regret among war 
department officials. 

Not only did General March hotly 
deny that he had made any such state- 
ment, but the senators who conferred 
with his, as well, also declared he had 
mot done ro. Secretary Baker in a 
talk to a rewspaper correspordent and 


the committee on public information in 
m formal statement denounced the re- 


ports. 
When the senators at their weekly 
ecnference asked the chief of staff if 


he had any estimate of the American 
casualties in the Marne fighting Gen- 
eral March replied that he had not. 

Later at his semi-weekly confer- 
ence with the Washington corre- 
epondents the chicf cf staff was asked: 

“Have you any estimate as_to the 
mumber of casualties?" 

General March’s reply was: 

“None whatever.” 

General March and the senators 
who conferred with him explained that 
he hzd been asked what the total of 


tasualties already reported was and! 


that the general had replied between 
12,000 and 14,000. This number is the 
gum total of the war department’s 
official daily lists and is puoblisi:ed in 
many newspap@s throughout the 
country. It makes no account of the 
Marne fighting. General March's reply 
was distorted into representing him as 
saying General Pershing estimated the 
cost of the: Marne battle at that num- 
ber. “ 
Gathering Casualty Figures. 

The real situation as to the c&sual- 
ties in the big fight is that General 
Pershing has been unable to estimate 
the number or begin sending the 
names because the wounced are scat- 
tered through French and British hos- 
pitals at scattered points and it has 
been physically impossible to assemble 
an accurate and complete list. This, 
however, is being done as rapidly as 
possible, but Secretary Baer and Gen- 
eral March are determined that te 
country shall mot be needlessly dis- 
tressed by an inaccurate casualty list 
which will need to be corrected later. 
The list will be brought to the United 
States at the earliest possible moment. 

At his conference today, referring to 
Secretary Baker’s statement of last 
night, General March said: 

“The casualty question, I understand, 


was to be covered ny the secretary of 
war, and I believe he did say something 
about it. Genefal Pershing replied to 
our order to send in all casualties that 
the delay in sending them in was e 
to the fact that our men were serv ng 
‘under the British and the French as 
well as under our own commanders, but 
that casualties would be cabled as soon 
as they had been completely certifiea. 
You can well imagine how disastrous 
it would be if the casualties were ca- 
bled and then corrections had to be 
‘made. The distress would be beyona 
question, and so these lists are going 
to come in and as soon as they do come 
in they will be given out, whatever 
they are.” 

Secretary Baker told newspaper cor- 
respondents that neither he nor 'Gen- 
eral March had made any statemenr 
as to the number of casualties jn the 
present fighting. What actually hap- 
pened, he said, was there had been some

“The statement is published today 
that the thief of staff, General March, 
informed the sendte committee on mili- 
tary affairs that a estimate of 
the casualties as compu by neral 
Pershing was about 12,000.’

“These statements are absolutely 
false. General March did not give any 
estimate or intimate any number of 
American casualties. On the contrary 
General March’s announcement to the 
newspaper correspondents today w 
available and explained the situation a 
regards casualties. 

“At the request of the chief of staff, 
editors and.correspondents are hereby 
cautioned against publishing these false 
statements that any estimate has been 
made regarding the number of Ameri- 
can- casualties.” 

Secretary Baker in his talk fo the 
correspondents or * 

*T have befo me a copy of The 
Washington Times carrying a_ state- 
:ment that General Pershing estimates 
United States casualties at 12,000, ana 
i\says that Gereral March said that to 
i the military affairs committee.

;on the subject nor did I. Nobody said 
‘anything on that subject or anything 
like it that I can recall. 

“There was a chart showing the total 
number of casualties in the American 
expeditionary force up to the present 
time of all kinds, from all sources, and 
that aggregated something like 12,000, 
and that chart was shown, but it had 
‘nothing whatever to do with casual- 
ties im the present drive.”

Virtually the only 
things in Fere en Tardenois that are 
nearly intact are the weather cock on 
the church steeple and the  cobble- 
stones in the strects. 

The trees in the village square were 
twisted as if by a cyclone by the fare- 
well shells of the Germans.

“Remove hats upon entering.” 

Down the street a German sign, 
stretched across the roadway reads: 
“Captured arms and loot must be 
stored here.” The sign bears a hand 
pointing to where a house once stood.

~ OF SUGAR 1S PLANNED 


Every Effort Will Be Made to. 
See to It That People of 
Georgia Conserve. 


Stringent rules and regulations, as 
well as a system of checking all pur- 
chases of sugar, have been inaugurat- 
ed by the food administration for-Geor- 
gia as a result of the cut in the state’s 
sugar allotment for August. 

Effective August 1 the maximum al- 
lowance of sugar for household pur- 
poses was cut by the United States 
food administration from three to two 
pounds per person per month and each 
public eating house will be allowed 
oniy two pounds of sugar for every 90 
meals served. . 
Georgia's allotment of sugar for Au- 
gust is approximately three million 
pounds less than the quantity provided 
for July and in order to make up this 


deficit it will be mesessary for every 
person to rigidly conserve sugar, 

Many complaints have been receiv- 
ed by the food administration that peo- 
ple are buying quantities of sugar os- 
tenstbly for canning purposes and. then 
diverting it to table use. Because of 
these reports a checking system of all 
purchases, both for household and can- 
ning purposes, has been inaugurated. 
Every grocer in the state is compelled 
to keep a record of the names and ad- 
dresses of all two and five-pound pur-

All sugar purchased for canning is 
also checked. If it is found that this 
sugar has been diverted to table or 
other use, the purchaser will be dealt 
with. 

“Despite our appeal for the removal 
of the sugar bowl from restaurant ta- 
bles,” says Dr. Soule, “I find, upon 
investigation by our inspectors ” that 
some restaurants have failed to com- 
ply with this order.

HARD FIGHT EXPECTED 
ON TAX RETURNS BILL 


Macon Men Do Not Favor List- 
ing of Individual Indebted- 
ness, But the Aggregate. 


Macon, Ga. August 38.—(Spectal.)— 
There is one section of the general tax 
act passed by the Georgia senate now 
pending before the house which is go- 
ing: te meet with vigorous opposition 
when it comes up for passage. 

This ta section 3, which provides that 
all persons or corporations making tex 
returns shall list separately each end 
every note or other evidence of indebt- 
edness owned by such person or cor- 
poration. When it is known that a 
supply merchants own several hundre 
small notes and that each one of these 
must be listed separately it can readily 
be geen that the task will not be a 
small one. : 

Another provision of the sectipn 8 
that no suit can be maintained on such 
evidence of indebtedness wniless and 
until it is listed with the tax receiver 
and the taxes paid thereon, 

The opponents of the meagure take 
the position that if the aggregate 
amoum of the notes and evidences 6f 
indebtedness is stated in making the 
tax returns, that should be sufficient 

One company which invests consider- 
able money which widows secure 
through insurance, declares this tax 
will ‘prevent their investment in good 
farm loans and improved city property 
as security for loans, 

This company takes the posttion that 
a burden of thig kind would come out 
of the borrower anyway, and that it 
would seem the government should be 
able to tax property without rting 
to the listing of every transaction with 
an officer and the adding of a penalty. 
It is also claimed it complicates busi- 
nessa transactions and discourages ef- 
forts.

Party Led by General Goethals 
and Admiral Benson in 
Brunswick Friday.

Brunswick, Ga. August 3.—(Special.) 
Brunswick was visited yesterday - by 
representatives of the army and-navy, 
the federal railroad commission, offi- 
cials of big shipping corporations and 
others. The party was headed by Gen- 
eral’ George W. Goethals and Admiral 
William §. Benson. 

Unheralded the party arrived in the 
city, coming here from Savannah. They 
refused to discuss their visit further 


than that they had come here to make 
an inspection of Brunswick’s. harbor. 

Shortly after their arrival a torpedo 
boat destroyer arrived in the harbor, 
the members of the party boarded it, 
went on a thorough inspection trip of 
the harbor and returned to the city, 
the railroad officials and others leav- 
ing in the afternoon for Jacksonville, 
while the atfmy and navy officials re- 
turned to the torpedo boat destroyer, 
were carried a short distance to sea, 
where they boarded a cruiser and left 
for Jacksonville. 

All that any members of the party 
would say regarding their visit was 
that they came 'here to look into wa- 
terway conditions, to make an inspec- 
tion of the harbor and gather such 

information as they desired. Gen- 
eral Goethals, who is acting quarter- 
master general of the army, 
party, with Admiral Benson.

Opposite it one 
girl wrote ‘belligerent,’ and another one 
wrote’ ‘grits.’ ‘

has had few applicants, the majority of 
them stating: ‘If I just could get some- 
thing to do without training for it!’

i—If an insulated wire is coiled 
about a piece of soft iron, or bundle 
of soft iron wires, very much the same 
at thread is coiled on a spool, and an 
electric current made to flow through 
this wire, the piece of soft iron, which 
we might name the core, will become 
a magnet, and will draw to it compar- 
atively heavy pieces of steel. 

2—If the flow of the current is 
stopped, the core will cease to be @ 
magnet. 

The above is a property of Electric- 
ity and Magnetism which, while difi- 
cult to explain, is used.in a great 
many electrical devices, notably the 
electric bell, the telegraph, electric 
lifting-magnets, etc. 

8—As a soft core becomes a mag- 
net, as stated above, when a current 
flows through the coil, so also can a 
current be made to flow through the 
wire of the coil, if the core is made to 
be a magnet, or, in ather words, is 
magnetized. 

This action, you will note, is simply 
the reverse action of the one explained 
above. . 

Let us see what affects the strength 


of the magnetism of the core.

ings. Electricians call these magnetic 
lines of force. Of these there will be 
millions, depending on the strength of 
the magnet. . 3 

Let us imagine that when the soft 
iron core is not a magnet, these lines 
are in the iron itself, as shown in dink 
2, and that when the core is mag- 
netized, they are sort of blown out 
from the core, much the same as &@ 
balloon acts when bein blown wp. 
If their ends be fasten to ends of 
the core, the result would be that 
these lines would then bulge out from 
the side of the core until they took 
the form of Fig. 1. 

Now suppose a wire were wrapped 
around the core. Then these wires 
would tend to prevent this 

and sAthe-lines would then first 
form shown in Fig. 3, until 
the strain became go great that they 
snapped. In snapping, the lines would 
coil, or ie last, about the wires. 
There being, however, millions of these 
lines, more of them will hawe coiled 
on the wire than can be held on it, 
and they will, therefore, be forced to 
travel along the wire. us the mag- 
netic lines will have been converted 
into electric lines, or electricity, 

Let us assume that after the lines 
have snapped. about the wires they 
succeed in joining their ends and thus 
take the form shown in Fig. 4. 

Now, when the core is demagnetiz 
let us suppose that the lines contrac 
and egain try to take the form shown 
in Fig. 2.. As they meet the wires 
while contracting, they will first take 
the form of Fig. B,. then snap about the 
wires and thus send a current of elec- 
tricity through the wires,- much the 
same as in the previous case, but in 
the opposite direction. ‘ 

To review the above, we see. that if 
a soft iron core has a coil of wire 
wound about it, it will be a magnet, 
while an electrfc current is flowin 
through the wire, and that this acti 
will work in the opposite direction: 
(that is, if a. core be suddenly mag- 
netized or demagnetized, a current will 
flow in the wires coiled about it); and 
that the voltage of this current will be 
a on the number of turns of 
wire. : 

Let us now see how we can use the 
above actions to transform the low 
voltage current (to give which we can 
conveniently carry sufficient batteries 
or. large enough generator) into the 
high voltage current which we must 
have in order that it can burst or jump 
across the air gap of the spark plugs. 

Referring to ig..6, this shows a 
Core (a), with a single coil of wire (B) 
wound about one end of it. From the 
above, (3). and (8), we learn that if 
we could suddenly magnetize the core 
(a); a shot of current would flow 
through the wire -C. How can we 
magnetize this core?

Primary and Secondary. 


As the low voltage current from the, 


battery, or other source, is the first 
current, it is called the primary, while 
the: high tension (or voltage) current, 
being the second, it is called the sec- 
ondary. The wires, switch, coil, ete. 
primary current 
passes are in the primary circuit, while 
those through which the secondary 
passes are in the seconda circuit, 

Note that the primary has a com- 
paratively low voltage and high am- 
perage, while the secondary %has a high 
voltage and low amperage. 

Engineers say that the current is 
induced from one coil into the other, 
so that the coil is called an Induction 
Coil. It is also sometimes called a 
transformer coil. 

In our next lesson we will see how 
the induction coil is used in a complete 
system.

DURABLE: LACQUER 
PREVENTS TARNISH 


It is sometimes a cause for wonder 
to the uninitiated that one nickel or sil- 
ver plated article will last so long with- 
out tarnishing, while another tarnishcs 
so quickly. 

This is true eapecially of things that 
are subjected to more or less handling 
or wear. 

Discussing the subject with C. Sim- 
mons, of the Simmons Plating: works, 
he states that the difference is usually 
in the lacquer used to cover the plated 
surface. 

And right here it may be remarked 
that many people do not even know 
that plated articles are or ought to »be 
lacquered, to prevent the air coming in 
contact with the surface of the metal, 
and that as long as the lacquer remains 
perfect and unacratched the plating will 
not tarnish, 

“Formerly,” said Mr. Simmons, “lac- 
quer was simply a sort of varnish made 
of shellac, and some platers use that 
sort yet. Naturally this covering is 
very easily worn or scratched off. For 
our usual plating work we use a much 
more durable lacquer, and, where our 
customer desires it, we use a lacquer 
that is actually baked on and is al- 
most as hard as enamel. This coating 
when placed on plated automobile

Early indications were that the 
American league would vote to close 
the season between August 17 and 20. 
But’ the attitude of Barney Dreyfuss, 
president of the Pittsburg National 
league club and representative of the 
aNtional league on the National Com- 
mission, changed this aspect. Dreyfus, 
while clothed with authority to act for 
the league, had iron clad instructions 
that hisleague would not bea party to 
am earlier closing than September 2. He 
was also instructed to make no agree- 
ment for a world's series to begin be- 
fore that date. 

President Johnson addressed the 
magnates, saying that his interpreta- 
tion of Secretary of War Baker’s rul- 
ing on the “work or fight” order was 
that baseball should close down before 
September 1. After some discussion 
the owners agreed to put the situation 
to @ test by agreeing to close the sea- 
son Labor day and then starting a 
world’s series September 4, if permit- 
ted by the government. ' 

After the meeting Mr. Johnson 
would make no comment on the de- 
cision-of the magnates, other than to 
say that he still believes Secretary Ba- 
ker’s ruling is specific enough to cover 
the case. 

There will be. no changes in the 
schedule because of the curtailed sea- 
son,

Diversified crops are much in evi- | 
dence throughout this section. The high 
price of cotton, while tempting to few, 
did not affect the majority of the. 
farmers and efforts are being made to 
raise foodstuffs for home consumption 
by practically every farmer. A larger 
acreage was planted in wheat last fall 
than ever before in this county and it 
is expected that the acreage will be 
doubled this fall by many.’ Up to two 
or three years ago Chattooga county 
raised practically no wheat, but has 
for the past two years produced a 
good quantity of grain. 

Another interesting spectacle of the 
people’s “live at home” idea is that 
more people are raising pure-bred hogs 
than heretofore. The scrub hogs have 
been practically abandon and the 
people set ta raising pure-Dred Stock.

The Changing World. 


(From se Panne 
rmany has ormed a co ; 
with a capital of about a million~dol- 
lars, to organize an information service 
after the war (1) in foreign countries 
with regard to Germany and (2) in 
Germany with regard to foreign coun- 
tries. The results will be written in 
five languages for the world’s press. 
The company will work in harmony 
with the German Philosophic society, 
@ propaganda association formed in 
1816. Meantime the Corporation for 
Domestic and Foreign Undertakings 
with a capital of about five million 
dollars stands ready to take over busi- 
ness started by German foreign mer- 
chants, when such enterprises are in 
trouble. Italy is also taking time by 
the forelock. The government has 
created a central and two auxiliary 
committees to study the transition 
from war to peace, on its commercial 
and agricultural sides, as well as on 
the social and political. Italy is al- 
ready studying the utilization of waste 
and by-products. Sawdust is largely 
used for fuel in north Italy. Oil, tar, 
charcoal, etc. formerly imported, are 
flow more freely produced than before 
the war. Attention is also being more 
sharply given to water power, on which 
much of Italy’s future depends. 

There is talk, of am agreement by 
whiéch ‘the three Scandinavian countries 
could distribute water power more ef- 
fectively, thus enabling Denmark, 
which lacks water power of her own, 
to extend her industry through the 
resources of Sweden and especially of 
Norway. In May last the Norwegian 
government appropriated four million 
dollars to acquire the powen plant at 
Glomfjord, which it will lease at pub- 
lished rates. Swedish rural societies 
are taking a hand in distribution of 
yong in coun districts.

A Little Black Speck. 


The morning was cold and a- damp 
dew lay thick over the fields.

Americans Makg Swift Progress. 

The lot of splendid American boys 
at our camp, most of them fresh from 
college, are getting on in a way: that 
is inspiring. Many of them are already 
“solo fliers,” and will soon be “turned 
out” equipped for active service. They 
are up at dawn, all of them, and more 
anxious about the weathér than they 
used to be at home on the morning of 
the big intercollegiate football game. 
-You see, every man is trying to squeeze 
in as many flying hours as the day will 
hold in order to pass quickly to his 
first “brevet.” :

Inside the barracks they have fixed 
it up as much like home as they could, 
with bits of pictures and mementos 
tacked up on the walls, and on days 
when the skies are tangied with storm 
the college flavor comes out more than 
ever.

New York, August %.—(Special.)— 
Wall street and Washington hold con- 
flicting views as to what is behind the 
unfavorable turn in both the gross and 
net earnings of the railroads, as re- 
flected in the final statement for. May; 
just given out by the interstate com- 
merce commiesion. 2 

Wall street claims that the setback 
in’ May earnings compared with the 
showing made for April and the pre- 
ceding months was due largely to poor 
railroading under government opera- 
tion. Im answer to Wall street’s criti- 
‘cism high officials connected with the 
railroad administration offer several 
very interesting explanations. 

But before those explanations are 
given or before Wall street’s side is 
presented in more detail it might be 
well to place the facts on record. Every 
railroad for years bas been required by 
law to prepare for the interstate com- 
merce commission at Washington be- 
fore a certain day each month ita de- 
tailed statement of gross and net earn- 
Ings. 

Those statements, which are gotten 
@p under a regular form prescribed by 
the commission, are submitted by the 
railway official in charge of such mat- 
ters, signed and under oath. From time 
to time each month the commission 
gives out a consolidated statement, in- 
cluding the returns received to date. 
The first statement may include the 
consolidated returns of 50 roads, the 
- fRext 150, the next 200. Then comes the 
final statement. Only a few days ago 
the commission gave out the final 
statement for the month of May.

New York, August 83.—(Special.)—Al- 
though stimulated by the brilliant steel 
corporation report and favorable divi- 
Gend action, the stock market was un- 
rable to make headway again this week.

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Years When Bush 
‘Pulled Bell Cord 
Recalled by Visit 


After Long Absence, Man 
Who Brought First Train 
Into City Over Atlanta- 
Charlotte Road Returns to 
Find Many Changes. 


By E. C. Bruffy. 

Fred Bush, who pulled the belicord 
on the old Atlanta and Charlotte Air 
Line railway and a well-known citizen 
at both ends. of the road, was in the 
city shaking hands with old friends for 
a few hours recently. 

Remarked Mr. Rush between 
trains: “I’ve been here five or six 
hours and you are about the only ore 
of the old crowd I’ve seen, I’ve been 
down about the old depot, through the 
Kimball and the old car shed, and I 
haven’t seen any one there I know 
except Charley Walker at the ticket 
officé and Meck Sharpe down at the 
baggage room. 

“Say, - where’s old Tim Murphy? 
Where’s Tom McGill? Where's Peglieg 
Williams? Where’s John Word? Where's 
any of that old gang that used to hang 
out along the railroad row? Why, 
when I used to be here there were 
more railroad passehger agents within 
a few of the old car sheds than any- 
where on earth. And every one was 
the best fellow on earth.” 

It was back in 1878 the Atlanta and 
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Charlotte Air Line reached Atlanta, and 
it was Fred Bush as conductor, who 
brought the first passenger train in 
from Charlotte, Before that he had 
been passenger “conductoring on the 
old Richmond and Danville running 
from Charlotte north. For a long time 
the road was known as the Atlanta and 
Charlotte Air Line.

France, July 12.—It is becoming a 
common experience now in villages be- 
hind the line and elsewhere to see 
groups of American soldiers, on the 
march and halting by the roadside. 
Indeed, it is no exaggeration to say 
that the experience grows more com- 
mon every day. One wants to stop 
and ask them what they think of it all. 
They seem so very keen and alert. 

I am not going to generalize. I 
suspect generalisms, for they leave 
room for so many inaccuracies. It is 
not enough to say that the Americans 
look smart and businesslike. I do not 
want even to lay stress on the good 
impression which they have every- 
where created. First-hand observa- 
tion of our allies and their behavior 
is the soundest test. 

Some months ago, when my “Archie” 
section was in the line, a telephone 
message came through from Battery 
oop. Q. to say that two American offi- 
cers were coming to stay at the billet 
for two or three days. "You must 
look on it as an honor to have them,” 
said my O. C. “Give them a good im- 
pression and show them all you can. 
Remember they are guests and not at- 
tached fortinstruction. They must, do 
just as they like. If they want to 
wander off to- (a town behind the 
line), let them. They'll be with you 
today at five’—notice is generally 
short in the army. 

An Unknown Quantity.

DRED FRUIT MAY BE 
SCARCE THS WINTER 


Government Is Taking Much of 
California Crop--Should Save 
‘Fruit Here at Home. 


ithough great quantities of fruit 


are produced in this section,” said an 
officer of the McCord-Stewart company, 
the large wholesale grocers, speaking 
on ‘Thursday of the past week, “it has 
been the practice to depend on Califor- 
nia for practically al] of the dried fruit 
used. Examination of any box or pack- 
age containing dried peaches, dried ap- 
ples or other dried fruit, almost inva- 
riably shows that it was packed in 
California. Much.of the fruit produced 
in this section, of course, is shipped 
away, but a great deal of it is wasted. 

“lt probably is not generally known 
as yet that the government has com- 
mandeered for army use a very large 
part of the dried fruit that will be 
produced in California this year, and 
there is likely to be a great shortage 
of dried fruit for civilian use this win- 
ter, unless the veorle who raise peaches 
and apples get busy very quickly and 
dry ali their surplus. Not an ounce of 
any sort of fruit should be permitted 
to waste. rig | farmer’s wife—and 
every one else, for that matter—who 
has any fruit to spare should dry every 
bit of it. Wherever there are fruit 
trees there should be-boards filled with 


drying fruit scattered all around the 
place. For I tell you it will be needed, 
every ounce of it, | 

“And I want to say further,” con- 
tinued the gentleman mentioned, “that 
there is not the slighteat danger of too 


much dried fruit being produced, for 
anyone who has a.surplus will be read- 
ily able to sell wrarerver they have.”

Sends Good Message 
To His Father Here 


Atlantan, Fighting in the 
Vosges Mountains, Sends 
News to Home Folks of 
His Success—Has Gotten 


‘Tell father I have already gotten 
several Germans for him, and now I 


This message was sent by Lieutenant 
Alexander Lionel Schlesinger, now of 
the Fifteenth machine gun battalion, 
Pifth division, U. S. A, fighting in the 
front line trenches on the border of 
Germany, in the region of the Vosges 
mountains, to his father, Hiarry lL 
Schlesinger, of Atlanta. 

The message was sent by Lieutenant 
W. R. K. Mitchell, fellow officer with 
who has re- 
cently arrived in New York from “over 
there,” and writes to Mr. Schlesinger 
in Atlanta, transmitting the spécial 
message sent by his son. 

“T have just left your son in France.” 
says Lieutenant Mitchell's letter, in 
part. “I promised him I would com- 
municate with you as soon as I ar- 
rived in America. He was in the Vosges 
mountains, early in June. This is right 
in the front line, on the border of Ger- 
many.

The Red Cross requirements are not 
difficult. 

As a rule, a woman who becomes 
@ member of the corps has the further 
ambition to learn how to drive an am- 
bulance and to learn something about 
the mechanics of driving, but in motor 
driving, as in almost all other things, 
it is practice which makes perfect. 

“I feel sure that if our women who 
own and drive their own cars only 
knew how much their services are 
needed now in the Red Cross activi- 
ties, more of them would join the motor 
corps,” stated Mrs. Harrington yester- 
day. “They do not know how much the 
Red Cros motor service needs them.” 
Captain Harrington recently made the 
trip west with two members of her 
corps, and drove home the two new 
Red Cross ambulances, now in her own 
garage awaiting their own official 
garage. 

When she made the trip of so many 
thousand miles without an accident, 
and drove quietly into Atlanta, no one 
stopped for the moment to think what 
a great achievement it was, and yet 
think of it—a woman making a tnip 
west and herself driving the ambulance 
home!

BOLSHEVIK RULE NEAR END. 


It is not probable that Bolshevikism will 
much longer continue as a factor to be reck- 
oned with either in international or in Rus- 
sian affairs. 

It promises to be short-lived. 

The Russian people, if not already awak- 
ened, will sooner or later awaken to the fact 
that the Trotzky-Lenine “peace treaty” with 
Berlin was not a peace treaty at all, but the 
negotiation of an alliance with-the Hun 
throne, and that the Bolshevik government 
set up by them is not a government, but 
merely a patrol of the central powers de- 
signed to relieve the eastern front from 
pressure of arms in order to strengthen the 
Hun’s fighting capabilities in the west. 

There is every evidence that the rank and 
file of the Russian people are fast losing 
whatever confidence they ever reposed in 
Trotzky, Lenine and the Bolshevik-Berlin 
pact. : 

They—or somebody—have made away 
with the German ambassador to Russia; and 
they—or somebody—have done to death the 
German field marshal in Ukraine. 

. Those two expressions of Russian hostil- 
ity—in the only way of expressing hostility 
known to revolutionary peasants—have an- 
gered Berlin, jikewise Trotzky and Lenine; 
and apparently they have served, as nothing 
else could serve, to crystallize the anti-Bol- 
shevik sentiment of Russia and unify it ag- 
gressively against the Hohenzollern-Trotzky- 
Lenine control or assumption of control of 
Russian affairs. ih Seas 

The desperation of the Bolshevik regfme 
is clearly indicated by the meeting of the 
executive main committ Bolsheviki in 
Moscow last Thursday, ich was addressed 
by both Premier Lenine and War Minister 
Trotzky, and at which the following resolu- 
tions were adopted: . 


“First—The socialist fatherland is in 
danger. 

“Second—The chief tasks at the pres- 
“ent moment are the repulse of the 
Czecho-Slovaks and the obtaining of 
grain. 

“Third—The most powerful agitation 
must be started amongst the laboring 
classes to explain the gravity of the 
situation. ‘ 

“Fourth—Vigilance must be increased 
against the Bourgeoisie, who everywhere 
are joining the counter revolutionists. 
The soviet government must protect it- 
self, and to that end the Bourgeoisie 
must be placed under control and mass 
terror put into practice against them. 

“Fifth—The general watchword must 
be death or victory, with mass expedi- 
tions for bread, mass military organiza- 
tion, the arming of workmen and the 
exertion of all strength to fight against 
¢the counter reyolutionary Bourgeoisie.” 


Such a procedure, and such a note of 
alarm, spells much hope for the enemies of 
Prussianism.

The federal reserve 
benk is daily discounting for its members 
hundreds of notes secured by mortgages on 
crops and live stock, and, as a matter of 
fact, this class of loan has greater privileges 
in the federal reserve system than any other 
kind of loan, in that we handle such paper 
on maturities for as long a time as six 
months, whereas commercial and industrial 
paper can only be rediscounted for ninety 
days. 

“One other wrong impression of this cor- 
respondent,” concluded Mr. Wellborn, “that 
I wish to correct is that statements are re- 
quired to be furnished for all paper redis- 
counted with the federal reserve banks; only 
statements sre required from the borrowers 
where a loan is for more than $5,000, and no 
statements are called for where notes are 
secured. Therefore, it is not necegsary to

Editor Constitution: I noticed an edtorial 
in your paper this week asking why the 
state banks of Georgia did not enter the 
federal reserve.

One of the pam- 

phiets issued many years ago fixed the 

countries to be conquered about 1915 and 

distinctly mentioned Denmark, Holland, Bel- 

gium and north France, Poland and Ruma- 

nia,, Hungary and Austria, Serbia, Bulgaria 

and the wheat granaries of Russia with Tur- 
key an@ Armenia. ‘ 


The number of people to be conquered 
and included after the first war was fixed 
at 250,000,000. The argument states that it 
will take but a few years to compact this 
middle Europe empire and that naturally 
Great Britain, Spain and Italy, to the west, 
with Norway and Sweden to the north, with 
Italy, and Switzerland to the south, and of 
course Greece”and Egypt would, from time 
to time, as crises came, fall inevitably into 
Germany’s hands. Berlin, as the world capi- 
tal, should, by 1920, be the magnet, and the 
little particles of iron named the Balkan 
states would be drawn and held by. this 
great German magnet in Berlin. 


The first step to be taken and the first 
goal to be reached, of course, concerned the 
English channel, the Dutch cities on the 
mouth of the Rhine and the fron mines of 
northern France. We know to an absolute 
certainty all the details of this plan. For 
more than thirty years Germany had been 
organizing her army; she knew every road, 
inn, bridge, factory, shop and wholesale 
store in Denmark, Holland, Belgium and 
France. In all of the larger ones she had 
German agents belonging to the Pan-German 
league toiling as workmen and every detail 
Was planned out in advance. 


In 1910 General von Bissing, one of the 
kaiser’s closest friends, went to Brussels. 
For years he spent the summer months ap- 
parently at the watering places near the 
Hague in Holland and Ostend in Belgium, 
preparatory to the hour when Germany 
would seize Belgium and he assume his 
position as governor general, living in 
Brussels. 

Men nearing death tell the truth. In 
January, 1917, Von Bissing prepared a mem- 
orandum for the direction of Belgian affairs 
in his majesty’s name and ac ording to his 
wish. This document contains the medita- 
tions of a dying man. The statements he 
makes, he says, contain the views that in- 
spired his every act in Belgium during his 
administration. In his last will and testa- 
ment Von Bissing, in the spring of 1917, ad- 
vises the German government in Berlin that 
the time has come to throw off all disguises. 
He says that at the beginning of. the war 
it was probably good policy to deny that 
the government ever intended to annex Bel- 
gium, but, he’ says, “now that we are vic- 
torious, there is no reason why we. should 
not publish to the world the fact that we 
never .intend to give up one foot of the 
Belgian coast nor one ton of the Belgian 
coal, nor one acre of the French fron mines.”’ 

He ‘says plainly: “The annual Belgian 
production of 23,000,000 tons of coal has 
given us a monopvly on the continent which 
has’ helped to maintain our vitality. If we 
do not hold Belgium, administer Belgium in 
future for our interest and protect Belgium 
by force of arms, our trade and industry 
will lose the positions they have won 
Belgium and perhaps will recover them.” 

And what about: Holland cities ‘ang sea- 
ports? On page 18 of General von Bissing’s 
last will and testament he adds: “Our fron- 
tier in the interest of our sea power must be 
pushed forward to the sea” Thig sentence 
makes it perfectly plain that a little later 
Germany intends to incorporate Rotterdam 
in her own customs union. “Belgium must. 
be seized and held, as it now is, and as it 
is today, it must be in the future. The con- 
quest of Belgium has simply been forced 
upon us by the necessities of German ex- 
pansions.” 

Yon Bissing, however, recognizes the dif- 
ficulty of annexing Belgium and securing 
the consent of the members who shall ar- 
range the treaty of peace at the conclusion 
of the war, and this is his decision: 

“Our best methods, therefore, ig to avoid 
during the peace negotiations all discussions 
about the form of the annexation and to 
apply nothing but the right of conquent. 
Plainly, Belgium's king can never consent: to 
abandon his sovereignty, but we can read in 
Machiavelli that he who desires to take the 
possession of a country will be compelled to 
remove the king or regent, even by killing 
him.” 

Von Bissing has torn off all masks. He 
himself states that he is speaking for the 
kaiser, as his most trusted friend and coun- 
sellor. Germany intends, therefore, ulti- 
mately to kill King Albert, of Belgium, and 
this carries with it that the kaiser and his 
war staff believe they have the right to kill 
any king or president who happens to stand 
in the pathway of their ambition. Every 
lover of mankind whose heart is knitted jin 
with the poor and the weak will understand 
what that editor meant the other day when 
he said: 

“The one duty of the hour, therefore, for 
America is to kill Germans, that we may 
keep the rest of the world from being 
killed.”

AISNE-MARNE VICTORY 
IS GREATEST OF WAR 


In No Sense a Sedan, Battle 

-Was Strategical Contest 
Between Foch and Luden- 
dorff, and Foch, the Better 
Man, Won at All Points.

In my Sunday article published on 
July 21 I carried the progress of the 
fifth German offensive up to the close 
of the fighting on the afternoon of 
Friday, July 19. At that time the sit- 
uation was in many respects exceed- 
ingly obscure; the Franco-American

counter offensive had been delivered; j| 


Mangin’s thrusting force had reached 
the heights west and south of Sois- 
sons, and the fall of the city was ru- 
mored. There was, therefore, a plain 
possibility of a great German disaster, 
entailing the capture of hundreds of 
thogsands of men caught in the falling 
M e salient and the practical elim- 
ination of the army of Boehm, which 
three days before seemed to have 
Rheims within its grasp. 


A similar’ situation existed four 
years earlier, in the first stages of 
Maunoury’s eastward thrust from Paris 
toward the open flank of Kluck, just 
west of the Ourcq river. It was in 
the hope of succeeding in bringing off 
exactly such a triumph that Joffre and 
Gallieni had planned the Maunoury 
thrust. But both Gallieni and Joffre 
were well aware of the extreme im- 
probability of realizing such grandiose 
‘hopes. What they expected to do and 
what they did do was to dislocate the 
whole German strategic conception, 
and by compelling Kluck to abandon 
his plans for an attack upon Franchet 
~d’Esperey and Sir John French and to 
protect his own rear, brought about 
an ultimate withdrawal of the Ger- 
mans along the whole front from Paris 
to Verdun, a retirement which they 
might believe and did believe would gO 
to the frontier, but in fact, and because 
of the weariness of the French after 
their iong trial, stopped at the Aisne. | 

As a result the first Marne was pri- 
marily a strategic victory: that is, its 
achievement in the breaking of ees 
plans and purposes of the enemy far 
exceeded its results in destroying the 
hostile army or in capturing any con- 
siderable portion of the German forces 
or any large number of guns. It was 
in no sense a Sedan or a Jena; the 
German forces quitted the field in the 
main in extremely good order, and the 
the Maunoury thrust was transformed 
from an attack into a desperate de- 
fense by the third day, but not until 
it had achieved its strategic purpose. 

Now, in the case of the second Dattle 
of the Marne, still unfinished when I 
write these lines, on Monday, July 29, 
although there are many signs of an 
approaching stabilization of the lines 
on a new front north of the Ourcq 
but south of the Vesle and Andre, we 
have so far to deal with exactly the 
same sort of action. Foch’s counter of- 
fensive, like that of Joffre’s, had 
neither the force nor the sustained 
strength to produce a supreme German 
disaster, and it was probably net in 
Foch’s mind that at the present stage 
in the campaign of 1918 such a disaster 
could be achieved. 

Foch Gains Object. 

What the allied commander-in-chief 
aimed at he accomplished. His pur- 
pose was to transform a very danger- 
ous German advance into an enforced 
retreat, a retreat inde Neder circum- 
stances bound to cause great material 
losses, a6 well as considerable losses in 
men, and with relatively inconsiderable 
forces put a strain upon much larger 
German masses. He sought to break 
the fifth German offensive and in break- 
ing it to retake much valuable ground 
which had served and might again 
‘serve as the point of departure for a 
renewed German advance upon Paris. 

To understand Foch’s strategy it is 
necessary to dismiss the idea, much 
circulated during recent days, that ‘the 
German army was, after the first 
twenty-four hours of the allied counter 
stroke, in any serious danger of cap- 
ture or destruction. This was not the 
case. It was in an uncomfortable and 
practically untenable position. It had 
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: The Rise and Fall of the Marne Salient 
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Dotted line shows greatest extent of German advance on 
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to retreat and its retreat was made 
exceedingly difficult by the fact that 
its best lines of communication were: 
cut and all its rearward roads were 
taken under allied artillery fire. 


The retreat could not be rapid be- 
cause the Germans had concentrated 
in the Marne salient an enormous 
amount of equipment and material. 
This concentration had to be the larger 
because the means of communication 
in the salient were at best inadequate. 
Much of the long pause following the 
Compeigne attack had been occupied 
in the patient bringing up of material 
and munitions for the next attack, and 
all this material, designed to be used 
in a thrust toward Paris after the 
Rheims salient had been broken down, 
could only be withdrawn slowly and 
over roads swept by indirect fire of 
French heavy artillery. 

The Fatal Square. 
At the moment when the alHed thrust 
was delivered the Germans were oper- 
ating in a salient which fairly repre- 
sented three ‘sides_of a square, the 


open side to the north along the Aisne 
being inclosed by the German front. 


It) was some thirty-odd miles from the 
base of this salient to the German posi- 
tions newly taken south of the Marne, 
and it was approximately the same 
distance from the French positions 
west of Soissons to the other French 
trenches inside the Rheims salient. 
The most important *ailroad and high- 
way lines ran south from Soissons to 
the Marne at Chateau Thierry, tess 
than 6 miles from the Franco-American 
front between the Aisne and the Marne 
on either side of the little Ourcg, but 
were still quite usable, save in case of 
a concentration of allied heavy artil- 
lery, which had not yet been disclosed. 
Eastward of these lines was a similar 
double route of rail and highway com- 
ing down from Fisme on the Vesle, 
to Fere en Tardenois, which was in the 
heart of the salient and the main dis- 
tributing point. 

But the first rapid advance of the 
French and Americans north of the 
Ourcq put the railways and highwavs 
from Soissons to Chatéau Thierry out 
of commission, while the capture of the 
heights above Soissons enabled the 
French to cut the line along the Aisne 
which had to be employed to reach the 
Fére en -Tardenois branch line. In addi- 
tion, by narrowing the neck of the sa~ 
lient half a dozen miles, it enabled the 
French heavy guns to search and sweep 
all the north and south roads in the 
salient. Moreover, the further adyance 
‘of the Americans south of the Ourcq 
on Saturday isolated Chateau Thierry 
and made its speedy fall inevitable. 


Importance of Soissons. 

Ludendorff was, then, on the Satur- 
day after the American and French 
blows had fajlen, no longer,able to 
think of holding all of the Marne sa- 
lient: indeed, it is doubtful if he could 
by this time have reckoned on holding 
permanently anything : south of the 
Ourcq. But he was already free from 
any real fear of disaster, because he 
had summoned reserves and held and 
even beaten back the attack near Sois- 
sons, that is, at the neck of the salient. 
and thereafter not the smallest allied 
progress was made at this vital point. 
As long as this sector held, too, Luden- 
dorff had nothing to.fear in the way 
of battlefield disaster. 

His offensive was wrecked; he had 
blundered as the younger Moltke had— 
in the same way and for the same rea- 
son. Like his unlucky predecessor he 
rad not coftinted upon a French strategic 

reserve, a Franco-American army, as it 
| curecd out; he had left his flank open, 
as Moltke had exposed Kluck’s flank 
toward Paris in September, 1914, and 
he had received another lightning blow. 
a blow which had to be met and to 
meet which he had to drop his own: 
plans. But if he had blundered he had 
not been mad, and he had kept in hand 
sufficient reserves to throw at any iin- 
periled point. These reserves at once 
took root east and south of Soissons 
a insured the freedom of the Ger- 
man forces within the salient to retire. 


First Stages ef Retreat. 
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because of the allied success north of 
the Ourcq toward Soissons, but by rea- 
son of American achievement south and 
above Chateau Thierry. Accordingly. 
Ludendorff drew his forces out of the 
country south of the Marne on Satur- 
day and was also clear of Chateau 


‘But after this forced retirement, ac- 
complished in good order, none the les., 
he was free to conduct an orderly with- 
drawal of all his munitions and mate- 
rial out of the salient. 

He could not hold all of the salient, 
because Chateau Thierry was - lost. 
There was no object in holding much 
of what was still in his hands, because 


by the allied advance on the western 
flank that it could not again be used 
}as a starting place for a farther drive 
toward Paris. To hold much of it would 
still be possible, 
holding at high cost a long line with- 
out real future value. Its importance 
was solely in its relation to his larger 
plan; it had nothing of importance in 
itself, neither railways, cities nor mines. 
And his larger plans had gone awry. 


Deliberate Retirement. 

Between Sunday, July 21, and Mon- 
day, July 29, therefore, we witnessed 
the very deliberate and orderly retire- 
ment of the German army. The allied 
line moved slowly and regularly north- 
ward; there was little or no change on 
either the east or west sides of the 
salient. The Germans clung success- 
fully to Oulchy-le-Chateau on the west 
and the high ground on the Marne north 
of Dormans until all their heavy artil- 
lery and supplies had been carried out 
{and far north of Fere en Tardenois. 
The fighting which took place was be- 
tween the advance guards of the Amer- 
icans and Franch and the rear guards 
of the Germans. When he found his 
foes coming on too fast the German 
deliberately stopped, turned around 
and counter attacked, retaking villages 
momentarily and holding up the pursu- 
ers until he was ready tg resume his 
withdrawal. 

As late as last-Saturday, July 27, the 
Germans were still close to the Marne 
and to the westward; it was only on 
the next day, ten days after the Foch 
thrust, that the French troops crossed 
the Ourcq and occupied Fere en Tar- 
denois, while the news of the same day 
finally revealed the fact that the Ger- 
ma were away from the north bank 
of.the Marne. But after these ten days 
they were still within four miles of 
the river and nowhere had their with- 
drawal exceeded ten miles, an average 
of a mile a day. Certainly nothing 
could be less like a rout; even Kluck 
had retired thirty miles in three days. 

Absurdity of Ramors. 

Yet in all this period rumors’from 
London and Paris gave the American 
people reason to believe that a “win 
thé war’ victory was on the point of 
arrival, a victory which would mean 
the capture not merely of Boehm’s 
army, but of the armies of the crown 
prince, as the reports had it. Even 
}the German bulletins, untrustworthy 
and unveracious as they were, did not 
reach the pitch of absurdity of these 
unofficial reports. The -officia] re- 
ports, be it said, ‘were sober and con- 
seryative throughout, and had they 
been accepted as complete would have 
saved all disappointment in the end. 

Now, when the German army had 
safely retired (escaped is not the 
word, since the peril was never immi- 
nent), taking with it its guns and the 
larger part of its munitions and maie- 
rial and destroying the rest, it is aiffi- 
cult to explain the real greatness of 
the allied victory in the second battle 
of the Marne, because the victory ig 
something so different from what had 
been hoped for. Yet in many ways the 
ivictory is one of the greatest of the 
war. <A gigantic and dangerous Ger- 
man offensive has been broken and 


more than half of the remaining. re- 
serves of the Germans have tem- 


porarily used in a defensive ‘contest 
after having set out for Paris in the 
much celebrated “peace storm.”

But in 
both cases the Germans attacked with 
overwhelming numbers, while Foch at 
no time used equal numbers, and the 
German attacks annihilated the oppos- 
ing forces, preventing the arrival of 
any reserves, a thing impossible in the 
present case because Foch did not anJ 
perhaps could not risk sufficieyt num- 
bers to make his thrust irresistible. 


Foch Greater Strategist. 

The time had not come far such an 
attack and Foch did not undertake such 
an effort. His problem was‘to carry a 
deadly blow, using smaller forces and 
husbanding the resources to the utter- 
most. He struck his blow and, havinz 
struck it, made no effort to expand the 
victory by the reckless consumption of 
reserves. His battle with Ludendorf? 
was a battle of strategists and th» 
greater strategist won, but the limit of 
possibility at the moment was the com- 
plete destruction of German purpose. 
German numbers and resources were 
and remaim far too great to permit 
Foch to. achieve what the Germans, 
themselves, even when fighting the 
Russians, have not been able to achieve, 
namely, the capture of an army or of 
any enormous organized force not de- 
fending a fixed fortress, but operating

CHAPTER Il. 
THE KAISER AT POTSDAM 


PETTING out of Germany proved 
to be a far more difficult propo- 
sition than I had imagined. 

Because I was an American, I 
thought I would be able to go whenever 
I was ready, as fong as I did not over- 
stay the nine months period provided 
for in the treaty to which I have al. 
ready referred, although I knew, of 
course, that I would first have to 
obtain certain credentials from the 
police and military authorities. I did 
not anticipate any trouble in that di- 
rection, however, particularly as it 
was generally known that I had long 
enjoyed the friendship of the Kaiser 
and other influential Germans. 

In this, however, I was very much 
mistaken.

plete the negotiations it was desirable 
for us to get together in person, but 
several applications which Dr. Hasel- 
den made for leave to visit me in 
Berlin were flatly refused.

CHAPTER Ill. 


THE KAISER’S APPRAISAL OF 
PUBLIC MEN 


No one éver speaks to the kaiser un- 
til addressed. As that monarch’s 
opinions on most subjects are firmly 
fixed and he will stand no opposition, 
any erroneous idea he may entertain 
is very apt to remain with him. His 
advisers were apt to leave him in er- 
ror rather than arouse his ire by at- 
tempting to set’ him right. But for 
the fact that he was very fond of 
asking innumerable questions, his 
store of information might have been 
extremely scanty.

The only change in the sale of sugar 
is the cut in the householders’ monthly 
ration from August 1, the monthly per 
capita ration is two pounds, farmers 
or in city, you can still.get two pounds 
at a sale. 

There is no change in the retail price 
of sugar. You can gell sugar for can- 
ning and preserving on the same basis 
and under the same restrictions as you 
have. been. Any famfly who has not 


had sugar for preserving is entitled 
to twenty pounds, if they have the fruit 
for that amount. Those who want 
more must make application to Mr. J. 
H. Ewing, 66% North Forsyth street. 
Complaints have been e to . Ew- 
ing that retail grocers have declined 
to fill permits he issued. 

We have investigated this matter to 
some extent—among our members— 
and find the reason was the grocers 
were out of sugar. Fill Mr. Ewing's 
permits, when you run. short ‘bring 
these permits with you and we will ask 
for certificates to cover. 

Keep all sertificates, keep close tab 
on all purchazes of sugar. There may 
be a call before leng for all certifi- 
cates; these will be>-checked up. Any 
over-purchases will then be known; 
the purchasers will he known also.

There is no change whatever in the 
retail sale of flour, the same flour 
ration, six pounds per capita . per 
month with equal proportion of sub- 
stitutes.

The anti-tipping is quite an impor- 
tant measure and next to the hotel in- 
spector law, this law is next in impor- 
tance. Should the present assembly en- 
act both these measures into law they 
will have done more for the traveling 
public than any dozen previous ones. 
The absolute necessity of such legisla- 
tion now has loomed iarge on the hori- 
zon of necessary protection for years, 
and to the U. C. T.’s it seems now to 
evolve itself into one of imperative- 
ness.

It won't be very con- 
servative estimate to place the figures 
at $0 per cent of the white population 
of Georgia aside from any citizens

Unconditional surrender must be 
America’s answer to any ‘suggestion 
of peace from Germany, and there 
should be ne consideration even of un- 
conditional surrender until Germany's 
armies have by the power of might 
“been driven from every country which 
they have overrun and until millions | 
of soldiers of the Allies—which 
means our soldiers and the soldiers 
of our European Allies—have marched 
through Germany and Austria and 
Turkey and taken possession of Berlin, 
Vienna and Constantinople. Not un- 
til this has been done will the people 
of these countries fully comprehend 
that all their boasted power is gone 
and that they have been overwhelm- 
ingly defeated. 

Then when the rulers and the mili- 
tary leaders jotntly responsible for the 
last four years have been hanged or 
shot—and not until then—should 
there be any gathering around a peace 
table.

Every few years they 
burst forth in a bloodthirsty dragon- 
ade, attempting the conquest of the 
world.

the Roman soldiers, who cunningly let 
the barbarians march past the Roman 
camp in the direction of Rome.” “And 
then it was the immensity of their 
number appeared, from the length of 
their train and the time it took in 
passing; for it is said t though it 
moved on without intermission, they 
were six days in going by the Roman 
camp.”

Caesar met them. “These barbarians 
sent deputies to propose a suspension 
of arms, which was granted them, 
Nevertheless, they attacked him when 
he was making an excursion. With 
only 800 horses who were not prepared 
for an engagement, he beat their cav- 
alry, which consisted of 5,000. Next 
day they sent other deputies to apolo- 
gize for what had happened; but with- 
out any other intention than deceiving 
him again.” Of the barbarians that 
crossed the Rhine, there were 400,000 
killed. The few who escaped repassed 
the river and concealed themselyes in 
the heart of their forests. Caesar then 
crossed the Rhine, and within 18 days 
had subdued Germany.

During succeeding centuries, hun- 
dreds of German tidal waves swept 
over France and Italy. Indeed, so close 
together came many of the invasions 
that they fillapsed. Vast multitudes of 
wild and brutish men, accompanied by

True to German contempt for “a 
scrap of paper,” the German king en- 
tered Rome with his thousands of 
murderers on August 24, 410, and the 
princely city was ravished. 

410 A. D. 

Germans again turned to France; 
took the richest province; then wid- 
ened their conquests until they held all 
France south of the Lofre and west of 
the Rhone, and the entire Iberian pe- 
ninsula in Spain. 

405 A. D. 

While one German army wrecked 
Rome, a second overran France and 
Spain, and a third, aptly named Van- 
dals, invaded Italy, but were defeated 
and their king and 20,000 perished. A 
historian says of the raid: “The Van- 
dal horde poured from their defeat in 
Italy into France, and, though defeated

Many a time the traditions have been 
bettéred. Think ofthe French today 
and you have the Marne and Verdun.

Mons. Think of the Italiang and you 
have the Carso. And we who have 
come laté but with fierce determina- 
tion into this maelstrom of war, now 
have our own first little victory, our 
own tradition bettered, our own 
modern epic—the battte of Belleau 
Woods. 


BEGINS 
THE STORY. 

“We deployed here on the Paris 
road,” begins the story of the battle. 
Nearly everyone remembers that 
part of it, but officers and men, in 
the days of the hard fighting advance 
and .the harder derense under Ger- 
man bombardment, lost the sequence 
of days and events. That is why I 
went over the ground, from the Paris 
road to the northern fringe of Bel- 
leau Woods with a liaison officer 5 oes 
terday. 

There is no more the easy ap- 
proach by automobile or afoot which 
is characteristic of quiet fronts and 
trench warfare. Ten miles behind 
the German line we began a journey 
through German fire, heralded first 
by a six-inch shell which passed a 
few feet over us and pburst eight 
yards away. lLackily it hit a freshly 
tilled field, and sank deeply, the 
earth and shell splinters being con- 
fined to a small radius. The foul 
smelling smoke blew over us an in- 
stant and was gone. 

Other shells tumbled about us, for 
we were on. a crossroad which the 
enemy shelled continually, observa- 
tion or no observation. A hundred 
yards up the road another shell ex- 
ploded in front of us, its concussion 
like an invisible hand, brushing a 
supply wagon and its two horses te! 
the opposite ditch. 

We ran forward and helped extri- 
cate the driver from the wreckage. 
He was unconscious but untouched 
Wy fragments of the shell. The 
horses were hit. They lay huddled 
in strange positions, kicking their 
convulsive legs and showing their 
teeth and dying with their mou 
open. ) 

Up the road another two hundred 
yards we carried the stunned driver 
to a field’: ambulance station. There 


‘were craters in the road by its wel- 


coming door, and there was a hole in 
its roof, but our medical unit was 
keeping the Red Cross flag flying 
and doing its work. |

At the mo- 
ment’ it meant that the battalion, 
after cleaning up the machine guns, 
had to attack again to establish its 
flank. - : 

This was done with success. But 
the next day it. was found that there 
were still nests of German machine 
guns in the rear which were sniping 
on our men. ‘Hidden as they were 
in the rocks, they were just as 
formidable as the guns to the north, 
and starvation being too slow a 
process for winning these points, we 
had to make attacks within our own 
lines to make them safe. 

nest eight ‘machine guns were taken, 
and- ‘these, the men are proud to say, 
have” been used by them in -several 
fights which followed. 

From now on the advance to the 
north was made in snarp attacks 
until. the ‘woods .were won. Our 
casualties bad not been heavy, and 
the Germans. on the other hand, had 
lost 600 men b and a ‘lot 
of equipment. rh began to shell 
the whole woods. 

I have seen crater fields on the 
Somme: where there is not a square 
inch . of ‘ground tliat Ras not ‘been 
tossed over and over again by shell- 
fire, and where so many shell craters

FOR. DAYS 


OUR MEN‘ HELD.” 

“For. days our men held. No reli 
came up, little food, and there was 
the ‘inevitable delay in hauling am- 
munition through continual barrage 
and gas. The entire woods had been 
won by one thin-wave of men, ‘about 
a thousand all told, and the casual- 


ties they had suffered reduced that - 


number. Facing them was a German 


division, with’ five times the strength - 


of our: men in the active line. Our 

‘replacements could be fed. in only 
at night and in smail- numbers as 
Germans kept up a ‘harassing 
re. 


Our men found themselves with 
no shelter but what their gas masks 
provided. They had no ‘front line, 
no trenches, fio dugouts, no reserve 
lines. Under’the shrapnel, high ex- 
.sosive and gas, they began digging 
themselyes in- 

As Lieutenant -Moore led ‘the way 
through the northern fringe we saw 
the individual trenches our’ men’ had 
made.. Some were deep, others shal- 
low. In one I found a broken mess 
tin and a broken bayonet still stick- 
ing in the earth. Other bayonets 
were half buried. in the ground, and 
here. and there were hundreds gf 
pieces of equipment scattered abonr, 
for a man could not hide m the earth 
and take his belongings: with him. 

At. one turn of the road we saw 
at least a hundred scooped out hol- 
either side, ana it was not 
hard to picture the stooping nien, 
the men lying flat on tnetr stomachs, 
digging frantically. They had put 
on their British gas masks, . which 
had saved their lives at the begin- 
ning of the attack, and now they 
were working to keep themselves 
sate from the bombardment. 

Never, except fin the moments of 
going over the top, have men been 
so naked to the enemy as our men 
in Belleau Woods. ven if*our ar- 
tillery could have continued. a bar- 
rage over the German positions 
nearby, or where we suspected Ger- 
man positions to be, they could not 
have been forced to stop their shel} 
ing of the woods. We could not 
protect our men, and all the advan- 
tage was with the enemy. 

The .woods reeked with gas. The 
fair weather, sunshine with no wind 
or rain, was also against us, for the 
gas. hung to the underbrusis and 
drifted slowly along the ground. 
Some of our men, in desperation 
after hours of difficult breathing 
without food or rest, tore the masks 
from their faces, and soon became 
victims of the gas. 


WAITING FOR

Our battalion commanders wanted 
to attack again, charge through the 
valley and up: to the slopes of the 
next hills where the German artil- 
lery had dominance.
